EXPLANATION OF EXEMPTIONS 


SUBSECTIONS OF TITLE 5, UNITED STATES CODE, SECTION 552

reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law, or ( F ) could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or physical safety of any 
individual;

After the subject was taken into custody by the San Rafael Sheriff*! 
Office, Lieutenant MofcANlMIB identified him as being identical with the man 
whom she had seen in the laundry room of Building on February 11, 1947, 

at approximately 9:00 p.m«* a* described above* Che stated that when she saw 
him in the laundry room he was wearing a tight fitting coat or fidld jacket 
that looked like Army clothing that was somewhat faded. He also had cz pants 
that looked like blue jeans and was wearing a faded green round fatigue cap 
of the type that the Aray prisoners wear. She stated that he had vcry^imrfyjw 5 
hips and his featuree were more on the Ceuccs i«o sice, particularly his nose. 

She stated that upon Sowing 4£ARI0H BRYAHT at the 15 an Hafi\el Sheriff 1 s Office 
she is rare beyond any question cf a doubt that he is the man whom she saw 
in laundry room.

On 
April 23, 1947, the local authorities at San Rafael, California, turned the 
subject onrer to the Federal authorities, and on that date Deputy United States 
Marshal WARREN KANE arrested the subject at the San Rafael County Jail and 
brought his before United States CaBoiaaiocer FOX at San Francisco on the same 
date. Hearing before United States Ccsmiesioner FOX waa continued until 
April 25, 1947, and again until April 29, 1947, it being finally held on May 
1, 1947, at which time the defendant was held to answer and bail was set at , 
♦10,000. rcbjsc'v baa failed to poet bail and ha# recoined in the custody 

of the United States Marshal. 



On Hay 7, 1947, subject was indicted by the Federal Grand Jury, 
San Francisco, California, for two corn*- burglary and one count of assault 
with intent to ccamit rape. On Msy 27, 1947, the trial of the subject began 
before Federal Judge. WICRA2L J, ROCHE. His trial was concluded on June 5, 

1947, when the Jury disagreed on a verdict. Tbs defendant thereafter moved 
for a dismissal of ths proceedings, and Federal Judge ROCHF denied this action.

After 4:00 P.K. she returned to Building 7-575 and shortly 
thereafter Captain KOLSEXSCKLAC and Lieutenant SLAT5R case to T-575 and took 
her and Kiua BALMEH to the San Rafael Sheriff's Office to see scene colored 
men. Captain KOLBENSCKLAG did* not suggest in any way that any of the eue- .

stationed at the guard house on the night of February 11, 1947. He received a 
telephone call at approximately 9:25 P.K. on that date, and a woman who said 
# she was squadron 'Commander of the WAGS spoke in an excited tone of voice 
saying that a man was prowling around and trying to get into the barracks, 
CRETGASS thought that she meant the WAC enlisted quarters and immediately 
sent two men there and called the Military Police at the miin gate. He did 
not send any men to Building T-575, which is the r'kC officers* quarters. 

At approximately 2:45 A.l£. on February 12, 1947, CRETGASS was 
still on dnty as officer of the day, and a telephone call came in which was 
answered by the sergeant of the guard, who informed CRSrGASS, aftpr speaking 
to the person on the phone, that the nurses officers’ quarters wanted him, 
CRET'-ASS, to report there right away. He proceeded to the hospital and could 
find no trouble there *nd located two military policemen by the WAG enlisted 
quarters, and they told him that tho trouble was at the TAC officers* quarters. 
He immediately proceeded there and arrived .vith the corporal of the guard, 
being one can. At that time there w^s a doctor there and a ward nurse. He 
got the guards and placed them around the building and then left.

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This is the way the prints were lifted: He put fingerprint 

.powder around the entire broken surface of the window. The only ones that 
case out were those shown in the pictfepe (see exhibit 14). In the lower 
right hand is 'shown a smudge, From this**particular smudge he lifted two 
prints by means of scotch tape. Ke put the scotch tape with the prints on 
it on top * piece of white paper, and thinks it was an envelope, and 
walked the prints, "Taken from broken window at T-$??Vc''5S -r'H? . ? Br 
Ke believes the people who saw him lift the prints saw him write on the 
paper on which he 'placed the scotch tape containing the latent fingerprints.
